Deterrent Power 
And Bomb Tests 


When Russia set off an atomic weapon un­ 
derground some days ago the blast was detected 
and announced by the U. S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. The “yield” was small by comparison 
with the bombs tested last fall. 
The fact that ll. S. scientists detected this 
test might seem to indicate that the Russians 
were right in arguing at the test ban conference 
at Geneva, before the talks were broken off, 
that an agreement to stop testing required no 
enforcement machinery. They contended that 
detection methods are sophisticated enough to 
make inspection unnecessary. 
Is that the case? The answer is a resounding 
no. 
When Russia broke the voluntary morator­ 
ium on nuclear testing last fall, the world had a 
demonstration of what could happen under a 
simple arrangement to refrain from testing. So­ 
viet scientists proceeded to stage a long series 
of tests. After a considerable delay the U. S. 
resumed underground tests. 
As long as the U. S. has the fearful power 
to destroy Russia if attacked, the deterrent may 
be sufficient. But there are risks involved. It is 
possible that the Russians are working on a 
means of impairing U. S. nuclear capability. 
They may be planning a new series of tests that 


will have that effect.

Now there is a Rightist reaction and the sam e splin­

s making a fierce noise. What is 


wrong that there are no definitions. A m an calls him ­ 


self a conservative and im mediately he is in a wrangle, 


principally with other conservatives. 


What, for instance, does a m em ber of the John 
Birch Society stand for? Well, he is opposed to 


Marxism in any form : he wants to restore what he 


calls “ A m ericanism ," which leads to confusion be­ 


cause he does not quite mean Jeffersonian Democ­ 


racy or the inherent equality of m an as expressed 


in the Declaration of Independence, although he is 
not opposed altogether to either. He believes in the 


Constitution but md in the authority of the Supreme 


Court because he does not trust the Chief Justice, 


E arl W arren. 


He feels that the people should have freedom of 
choice, but not to vote for anyone nam ed Kennedy. As 
one reads the m aterial provided by Rob Welch, he 
reaches the conclusion that this ss a sincere form of 
vigilantism . 
Dr. Fred Schwarz is apparently a brilliant orator 
who can stir the emoitons (rf great m asses, but w hereas 
the published works of Robert Welch indicate an inc im- 
ation to study problem s, what I have seen of Schwarz’s 
effort indicates anger, excitem ent but no philosophic 
approach to anti-M arxism It angers Dr. Schwarz s fol­ 
lowers to question his intellectual prowess, they believ­ 
ing that he is the greatest living authority on the 
subject. Although Dr Schwarz is a Baptist evangelist, 
reports from A ustralia indicate that he is of Jew ish 
origin, 
In the center stand m any groups who m ay be said 
to follow- the “ National Review” and the philosophic 
concepts of Bill Buckley. Jr. The m ost notable expres­ 
sion of this group is YAF, a body of students who w rite, 
m ake speeches and are very active in their attack on 
Communism. Within YAF 'Young Am ericans for F ree­ 
d o m 1, cliquism has m anifested itself as it should, but 
it is likely that in tim e, several organizations wall de­ 
rive from this one. 
Also in the center stand the ancients, the anti­ 
com m unists who have been battling M arxism since 
1917 or m ore recently and who have long strategic and 
tactical experience in the fight. Many of them are for­ 
m er Communists and, on the whole, they have a clear 
perception of w hat the quarrel is about. 
Many of the E xtrem e Rightists unfortunately know 
the substance neither of M arxism nor anti-Marxism. 
Shouting, yelling, booing, m ass-m eetings, the rais­ 
ing (rf enorm ous funds — these are not the m eans for 
saving the world from the terrorism of revolution; nor 
will counter-revolution change much in the circum ­ 
stances of current arm am ents, mw will vigilantism 
serve any other purpose than to expose the Right to 
ridicule and contem pt. 
What is needed is to rebuild our economy so that 
the private enterprise system is restored to greater 
strength. A rresting the trend tow ard socialism will not 
be easy when we are forced to spend huge am ounts (rf 
our national increm ent for w ar, but if we do not find 
a m eans to achieve that end. there can be no advantage 
in opposing M arxism , 


We must recognize that the basis of our way 
of Hie lies in the first hundred or so words of the 
Declaration of Independence, which gives to this 
nation a philosophy of life based upon N atural Law 
which m ust m ean that all hum an beings are creat­ 
ed by God equal in His sight. If the word. America, 
does not mean that, It means nothing. It is this 
sense of equality um br the law that is growing in­ 
creasingly offensive to some A m ericans who feel 
that there is peril for them in this idea. 


They dare not face the moral and intellectual con­ 
sequences of the word, created, which, (wee accepted, 
shatters M arxism. Those who call them selves conserv­ 
atives, however, dare not abandon the thousands of 
years of history that have preceded us and have given 
to our period its particular character, which rightly is 
called the Judiac-Christian civilization, for it is based 
upon the hereditary lore of both Jew s and Christians to 
which is given the word, "the Bible " 
This then Is the weapon for fighting M arxism—a 
weapon not of hate but of love.

At the White House W ednesday 
morning, there w as an inconspic­ 
uous m eeting of considerable sig­ 
nificance.

Secretary of Defense Robert Mac- 
N am ara described th*1 nature and 
the aim s of the increasingly im­ 
portant Am erican engage m cnt n 
South Vietnam. Gov. Averell H ar­ 
rim an told the other half of the 
story, explaining 
the Am erican 
drive for a political settlem ent in 
neighboring Laos, which is intend­ 
ed to lead to A m erican disengage­ 
m ent there. 
Searching questions were asked, 
by Republicans as well as Demo­ 
crats. No voice was ra sed, how­ 
ever, either against the Am eri­ 
can engagem ent in Vietnam or 
against the intended disengage- 
m eat in Laos. Thus one m ust as­ 
sum e — at least until further no­ 
tice from the Republicans — that 
both aspects of 
our 
Southeast 
Asian policy now enjoy bi-parti­ 
san support. 
What then is the m eaning of 
the 
policy

this 
White House m eeting? To begin 
with the engagem ent, the A m er­ 
ican effort in South V ietnam has 
been vastly increased. The ablest 
m an Secretary M acN am ara could 
find, Gen. Paul H arkins, has been 
nam ed to com m and the I . S. m ili­ 
tary mission there. The officers 
and men of the U. S. mission have 
been given orders boih to entc r 
com bat zones and to fire back if 
fired upon — which really m eans 
they are interm ittently in com bat. 
All this adds up 
to

Am erican com m itm ent to defeat 
the North Vietnam ese Gommun- 
ists’ guerrilla

Ask­ 
ed if he often m ade appo.ntim n ti 
for such outlandish hours, K arsh 
replied:.

The expedients now 
tieing used to prevent a Commun­ 
ist victory in South Vietnam will 
cease to bt* effective.

kins and his men will no longer 
be enough. 


Thus the end of this chancy 
road can tie "going to Hanoi " 
The Pentagon phrase m eans re­ 
fuging any longer to accept the 
peculiar double standard that now 
prevails 
in Southeast 
Asia. 
It 
m eans using U. S. 
>owor to a t­ 
tack the attackers of South Viet­ 
nam where it will 
really hurt 
them , at home in North Vietnam. 
In the circum stances, one m ust 
pray that the three-horse parlay 
in Laos will be successful, and

Gen. Harkins 
will 
prove 
every bit as effic ient as he is 
cracked up to be.

were on the verge of cracking 
from the strain.

But the R ussians are likely 
to pull off this space spectacular 
at least two y ears ahead of us. 
A m erican rocket builders are 
now frying to step up A m erica's 
propulsive power, which is the 
key to space research. 
The 4,200 iKiund M ercury cap­ 
sule. which the Atlas heaved into 
orbit in only th.* beginning 
The 
most 
powerful A m erican rocket 
combination is the Atlas-Agena, 
a two stage 
rocket 
capable of 
hurling 2.000 pounds into a m uch 
higher 2,HOO mile orbit.
